VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population 


The  Piegistrar  General  estimates  the  population  for 
mid-1962  at  4 >440  an  increase  of  20  on  I96I,  The  number  of  houses 
also  increased  by  21  to  1,409- 

Births 


Puegistered  live  births  numbered  67  giving  a rate  of 
15.09  per  1,000  population  compared  v/ith  15.06  in  I96I;  and  increase 
of  0,03.  The  rate  for  Ungland  and  Wales  was  18.0,  an  increase  of 
0.6  on  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  67  births,  64  Y»ere  legitimate  and  3 illegitimate 
The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  has  risen  (3  against  2 in  I961) 

There  vras  only  1 stillbirth  in  I962  as  compared  with 
4 in  1961.  This  means  that  there  was  a still  birth  ra,te  of  14-7 
per  1,000  total  births,  being  42.5  lov/er  than  that  for  I96I.  The 
rate  for  Ungland  and  Vales  was  18.1,  a decrease  of  0.6  and  Bov^don 
Y/as  3.4  belov^  the  average  rate  for  Ungland  and  Wales  for  I962. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
64,  a ratio  to  the  population  of  1 in  69  or  a death  rate  per  1,000 
of  the  population  of  14=4  as  compared  \Yith  I5.O6  in  I96I.  The  rate 
for  England  and.  Wales  for  I962  vfas  11.9?  a decrease  of  0.1. 

Also  in  1961,  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 
There  were  however,  8 deaths  from  cancer  as  compared  Y/ith  3 I96I. 

Infectious  Diseases 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
lovYer  than  in  I96I.  There  v/ere  42  cases  of  measles  as  compared  with 

57  in  1961.

I send  you  herewith  six  copies  of  the  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Bowdon  Urban  District  for  the  year  1962,

The  most  important  finding  during  the  year  was  a case 
of  paralytic  poliomyelities  virus  type  2,  in  a man  aged  24.  Full 
details  of  his  illness  and  investigations  of  home  conte^cts  8.re  given 
in  the  main  report.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  he  had  not  been 
vacinated  against  poliomyelitis. 

Sewerage  Disposal 

The  plans  for  the  new  sevrerage  and  disposal  works 
were  continued  during  the  year.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
work  has  commenced  on  the  new  v/orks  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river 
Bollin. 

Public  Cleansing 


It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that  an  additional 
site  for  refuse  tipping  will  be  needed  in  the  near  future.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  present  tip  has  a life  of  only  1 year. 

Housing 


Although  Bowdon  is  mainly  composed  of  high  class 
residential  houses  with  no  unfit  houses,  it  is  believed  that 
consideration  should  be  given  to  designing  a programme  of  Council 
House  building. 

Clean  Air 


During  the  year  the  increasing  incidence  of  lung 
cancer  and  its  relation  to  cigarette  sm.oking  \ms  discussed  in  the 
im.portant  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians.  However,  this 
must  be  viewed  in  relation  to  the  overa.ll  problem  of  Atmospheric 
pollution.  Serious  consideration  should  now  be  given  to  making 
Bowdon  a smoke  control  area. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  patience,  help  and  interest  during  the  year,  I 
am  also  grateful  to  I'ir,  Cottrell  and  all  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation,

POLIO?/[YELITIS  FJ^PORT 

On  the  15th  July  a young  man,  aged  24  years,  v^as 
transferred  to  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester  from  the  Park  Hospital, 
Davyhulme  with  a diagnosis  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis.  The  cerebro- 
spinal fluid  findings  were  in  accordance  v/ith  this  diagnosis  and  he 
had  a flaccid  weakness  of  the  right  shoulder  and  forearm  muscles. 

There  v/as  no  extension  of  the  paresis  and  he  made  satisfactory 
clinical  progress;  there  being  some  moderate  return  of  fimction  before 
he  was  allowed  home  on  4‘th  August. 

The  patient  had  not  been  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis 
and  examination  of  his  stools  showed  the  presence  of  poliomyelitis 
virus  type  2.  Blood  counts  and  x-rays  \Tere  within  normal  limits. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  him  to  attend  Altrincham  General  Hospital 
for  physiotherapy  on  discharge  from  Monsall  Hospital. 

Epidemiology 


This  patient  lived  with  his  wife  and  three  young 
children  in  a Plat  in  Bov/don  and  was  employed  on  research  in  the 
Physics  Department  of  Manchester  University.  It  was  his  practice, 
for  the  past  5 months,  to  have  a daily  swim  at  the  University  Baths 
and  to  have  his  midday  meals  at  the  University  Canteen.  This  infomation 
Yias  forwarded  to  the  Manchester  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  surveil- 
lance of  his  University  contacts. 

Home  Contacts. 


These  consisted  of  the  vi^ife,  5 children  and  a daily 
help.  Of  these  only  the  eldest  child  (aged  5 years)  had  been  vaccinated 
against  poliomyelitis  (2  injections  in  I96I).  They  vrere  visited,  examined 
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ar).d  stool  specimens  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory/  for  virus 
studies.  All  were  negative,  with  the  exception  of  the  t'wo  youngest 
children  (twins  aged  9 months).  Poliomyelitis  viru.s  type  2 was 
isolated  from  both  their  stool  specimens.  As  they  had  not  been 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  it  was  considered  that  they  were 
poliomyelitis  virus  carriers  and  as  such  were  admitted  to  Monsall 
Hospital  for  observation  on  the  23rd-  July. 

As  carriers  they  were  lia-ble  to  infect  the  other 
home  contacts.  It  was  not  possible  to  say,  with  certainty,  ^.'hethsr 
or  not  they  had  infected  the  father,  or  v/hether  the  father  had 
infected  them,  (it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  virus  type  was 
the  same  in  these  three  individuals). 

Both  children  were  quite  v/ell  during  their  period 
of  isolation  and  were  allo\ved  home  on  11th  Auga.st. 

The  remaining  contacts  were  given  oral  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  after  the  first  stool  specimens  v/ere  taken.  All  remained 
well  throughout  their  three-week  period  of  surveillance. 

The  Daily  Help  lived  ?^ith  her  fajnily  on  the  Agdon 
Brow  Caravan  Site.  This  presented  a problem  in  that  should 
poliom-yelitis  virus  be  isolated  from  this  familj^,  then  the  whole 
caravan  site  may  well  be  in  danger,  especially  as  sanitary,  washing 
facilities  and  refuse  disposal  were  not  up  to  normal  standards. 
Portima-tely , the  daily  help  and  family  vrere  negative  and  throughout 
their  tliree  week  surveillance  remained  in  excellent  health.

The  above  coliform  bacteria  vrere  derived  from  "aftergrowths" 
in  main  deposits.  On  the  same  days  as  the  25  samples  with  B.  coli 
present  were  taken,  63  other  samples  wore  also  taken  and  these  were  either 
B.  coli  free  or  excellent  in  quality. 

Of  the  25  samples  with  coliform  bacteria  present,  I3  samples 
contained  only  1 B.  coli  per  100  mis  and  21  contained  not  more  than 
2 B.  coli,  of  which  10  samples  contained  1 faecal  B.  coli  per  100  mis. 

The  v^ater  has  been  of  excellent  chemical  quality  and  of  very 
satisfactory  bacteriological  quality  throughout  the  year. 
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Sa/ERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  existing  sowers  throughout  th..  c^istrict  have  been 
satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year  and,  whore  nccessa,ry, 
repairs  have  been  carried  out. 

The  plans  and  spccifica-tions  for  the  110?;  Sewage  Disposal 
works,  and  woi’k  of  repair  and  relaying  of  sewers  in  the-  district  have 
been  completed  and  Tend.ers  have  been  received  and  accepted  by  the 
Council,  Ministry  approval  has  been  requested  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  Tender  of  Mears  Bros.,  in  the  sum  of  £165 5689. 

It  is  proposed  to  treat  sewa,ge  in  a nov/  works  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  RiverBollin.  The  vrorks  will  include  screening  and 
comminutor  controlled  inlet,  primary  screening  and  grit  channels, 
contirxucus  upw'ard  floi/  sedimentation  tanks  and  biological  filtration. 

In  addition,  nov/  sewers  axe  to  be  laid  in  Apsley  Grove  and  Bow  Green 
Road,  It  is  anticipated  that  \;ork  ?/ill  commence  early  in  the  new  year. 


PUBLIC  CLEAUSIRG 


Refuse  Collection. 


A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  throughout  the 
'whole  of  the  district  and  in  certain  cases  two  collections  a week  are 
made. 


The  Council  employ  one  Conimer  Roar  loading  refuse  collecting 
vehicle  and  seven  v/orlcmen  to  carry  out  this  vork. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  on  land  adjoining  the 
sewage  disposal  w/orks.  Every  effort  is  made  to  seal  off  the  tip  'vdth 
soil  or  inert  refuse  a,s  soon  as  possible  and  the  tip  is  regularly 
treated  with  insecticides  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  insects. 


One  v/orkman  is  engaged,  on  the  refuse  tip. 


Street  Cleansing 

Street  cleansing  is  cexried  out  by  the  Council . One  w'orkman 
is  enga.gcd  full  time  on  this  \.ork  and  a ditional  labour  is  sometimes 
available  after  the  completion  of  \;eokly  refuse  collection. 

HOUSIITG 

Under  the  Housing  Acts,  the  Coxincil  has  a duty  to  consider 
the  genera,!  housing  conditions  in  the  d.istrict  and  to  ascertain  whether 
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any  houses  are  unfit  for  hirnaii  habitation.  The  Council  has  pov/ers 
to  deal  v/ith  unfit  houses;  powers  to  provide  new  houses  for  all 
classes,  and  various  pov\rers  and  duties  in  the  management  of  Council 
housing  estates. 

The  district  is  purely  residential  containing  in  the  main 
houses  of  exceptionally  good  structural  condition.  There  are  there- 
fore no  unfit  houses  in  the  district  nor  has  it  been  necessa.ry  to  take 
action  in  respect  of  properties  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

Concern  has  been  expressed  regarding  the  lack  of  any 
definite  programme  for  the  erection  of  Council  Houses.  The  Council 
have  had  under  discussion  a further  programme  of  Coimcil  House 
Building. 


FOOT  AHB  DRUGS 


The  Covmcil  bear  most  of  the  statutory  responsibilities 
for  safeguarding  the  public  from  foodborne  diseases,  the  main  aim 
being  d.irected  towards  securing  proper  and  hygienic  conditions  for 
the  manufacture,  preparation  and  sale  of  food. 

All  premises  connected  v/ith  these  businesses  have  been 
inspected  during  the  year  and  where  necessary  informal  auction  has 
been  taken  to  secure  compliance  v/ith  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 
and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  I96O  . In  no  case  was  formal  action 
necessary.

No  action  has  b^cn  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Shop  Act,  1950»  regarding  sanitary  end  other 
arrangements  in  shops. 

Atmospheric  Pollution . 

As  the  Urban  District  is  purely  residential  the  possible 
sounce  of  nuisance  from  factory  chimneys  v/ithin  their  district  does 
not  arise. 


Serious  pollution  of  the  air  hov/evor  emanate,  s from  domestic 
premises  both  inside  and  outside  the  district  and  tho  Clean  Mv  Act,  1956 
placed  into  thehands  of  Local  Authorities  power  to  establish  Smoko  Control 
Areas  within  their  district  in  order  to  reduce  atmospheric  pollution. 

Suitable  areas  for  establishing  Smoko  Control  Areas 
involving  properties  oi/med  by  them,  many  of  which  alri,e,dy  have 
installed  a,pprovcd  appliances,  making  it  a.  condition  of  tenancy  that 
only  smokeless  fuel  shall  bo  burnt. 


Follov/ing  the  introduction  of  the  Clcen  Air  Act,  1956, 
the  Council  amended  their  Building  Byola.vrs  so  as  to  include  control 
over  tht.  installation  of  a.ppliances  for  the  burning  of  fuel  in  cJl 
nc¥;  dv'ellingSp  Rigid  control  is  kept  during  the  construction  of  new 
houses  to  ensure  tha.t  only  approved  appliances  are  installed. 

The  Council  anc  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District 
Smoke  Abatement  Committee  and  they  arc  represented  at  this  Committco 
and  also  a.t  the  Standing  Confox’oncc  of  Local  Authorities  r-„garding  the 
Atmospheric  Pollu.tion.
